Sir A. P, Caron, Sir Charles Hibbert 
Tupper and the Hon, J. A, Oulmet, 
and the learned Q.C., having expressed 
his willingness to accept, it was agreed 
that the appointment would be made 
at th ting of the Councll on Fri- 
day, However, the day before the 
Cabinet aswembled, Sir Mackenate Bow- 
ll wrote to his ex-colloague, and on 
Friday morning the Hon. A. R. Angers 
left for Ottawa, where he met a mem- 
bor of the Government and that was 
the Primo Minister,

thority that cannot by any possible 
means be placed in doubt that there

Indeed, until the experimntal 
farms were established agriculture 
barely cume within the purview of the 
Minister. Quarantine, patents, copy- 
rights, statistics, aré also subjects with 
which the Minister has to deal This 
is no reason, however, why a Minister 
of Agriculture should not be appoint- 
ed with the special object of promoting 
the Interests of the farmers. 

The delegation which came down 
from Ontario to-day was a strong and 
representative one and met with a 
cordial reception from the Premier. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell, in reply, rec- 
ognized all that had been said of Mr. 
Smith, and stated that if he was form- 
ing his Cabinet instead of having only 
one vacancy there would be no difti- 
culty In providing for Mr, Smith, who 
Was well adapted for a portfolio, The 
trouble at present was that there was 
no vacancy in Ontario. Ontario had 
now her full share of portfolios, The 
vacancy in the Cabinet had to go to 
Quebec, but if there was any way in 
arranging the Cabinet 80 as to get Mr. 
Smith Into it he would be glad to see 
him there, The portfolio would be 
filled before Parliament met. 

Sir C. H, Tupper and the Hon. Mr. 
Dickey were just leaving for the train 
this afternoon to proceed to New Glas- 
gow to attend the United Counties ex- 
hibition which ls to be held there on 
Wednesday, when ao telegram reached 
the Minister of Justice, Informing him 
that Sir Julian Pauncefote had decided 
after all to visit Ottawa this week, and 
that he will be here to-morrow.

At 10,90 he was arraigned 
before Judge Mathieu, presiding at the 
Court of Queen's Bench. The grand 
Jury, after considering the case, re- 
turned a true Dill against Shortis for 
the murder of Loy and Leboeuf, and 
the attempted murder of Hugh Wilson 

‘The father und mother of Shortis oc- 
cupled seats near the prisoner, and 
took @ greater interest in the trial than 
did their son, who appenred perfectly 
Indifferent to the proceedings. 

After the indictments had been read 
and the usual charge put to the prinon- 
er, he repiied “Not guilty” in a loud 
volce, Mr, Greenshields, for the de- 
fence, then added a special plea that 
At the time of the murders and mur- 
derous assault, Shortis was laboring 
Under natural imbecility and disease of 
the mind to such an extent as render- 
ed him incapable of appreciating the 
gravity of the act, not knwoing the 
he was doing wrong, that he was in a 
state of unconsciousness and of un- 
sound mind; that he wan mad and In- 


wane. 

Mr. McMaster, on behalf of the 
crown, in. reply, contended that the 

ea of the defence should not be al- 
lowed, on the ground that it contatn- 
ed unstatutory excuses. He argued 
that evidence of uncontrollable mad- 
news and moral insanity were exemp- 
tions in law, and concluded by moving 
for the exclusion of she jatter portion 
of Mr. Greenshield’s plea.

of British copyright works. This gave 
great diusativfaction in the North Ap 
erican provinces, which waa overcome 
by the Imperial Parliament, In 1847, 
passing an Act authorizing the Queen- 
in-councll to suspend the objectlon- 
able portion of the Act of 1842, on con- 
dition that an author’ royalty of 
1" 1-2 per cent, was collected as u 
substitute. Since that period thia re- 
gulation has been tn force and th 
prohibition of importation of forelga 
reprints haw been suspended. 1t is now 
held that the abolition of the collection 
of royalty has brought Canada back to 
the precise position she was in in 1843, 
and the Impression prevails that forelan 
reprints of British copyright works 
cannot now be imported into Canada.

Onr train crossed the bridgo over the 
Bidassoa, and we were on Spanish soil. 
Soon we entered the gorges of the Pyr- 
onees, and while speculating whether 
I should awaken my wife to see tho 
mugnificent scenery all necessity for 
awakening any one on that train was 
over. Threo or four musket shots rang 
out; our train was off the rail and after 
acrash or two came to a sudden stop, 
and then a babel arose, whilo the train 
was surrounded by armed men, It was 
laughable It seomed like opera bouffe, 
the roal thing, this motley array of 
brigands all trying to maintain onder 
difficulties the grave Spanish exterior. 

One monkey of 18 or 19 years, armed, 
came to our compartment, and pointing 
tomy chain said he wanted it and my 


‘but we all comprehended his meaning 
readily. I refused to make him a gift 
and got rid of him easily. 

We were all ordered to alight, and 
our captors seemed inclined to be ugly. 
Myself and party were about the only 
well dressed people on the train, and 
seding o priest close by I went up to 
him, and ascertaining he could speak 
French I began in yery bad French in- 
deed to threaten with very dire conse- 
quences Don Carlos and every band of 
Carlists who dared to annoy an English 
duke and duchess and demanded in- 
stant shelter and a guard for my wife, 
the duchess. We could hardly keep from 
langhing, it was so very like a melo- 
drama. My wife thoroughly enjoyed 
the situation, and I shorld haye done 60, 
too, had I not had such strong reasons 
for quick passage through Spain to blue 
water on the south, for I desired to put 
some leagues of Neptune's domain be- 
tween myself and the old world. 

The priest, although a sallow, somber 
fellow, was a very good one and seemed 
to realize the gravity of the situation, 
for calling the chief to him he warned 
him to be careful. That gentleman 
came up, and drawing himself up said 
yery proudly, ‘‘Sir, we are soldiers, not 
robbers.’ I said I was very glad to 
know it and demanded to be informed 
if I was a prisoner or not and was told 
I was not, but with the same breath he 
said he would be obliged to detain us 
for a few days. There was a fonda, or 
inn, close by, and leaying my wife 
there I finally managed by a liberal use 
of money to securé an ox cart, and by 
virtue of great generalship on the part 
of myself and servant got all our bag- 
Buge out of the wreckea train and sare- 
ly up to the inn. 

Spaniards are provokingly slow, but 
by riding muleback five miles away I 
succeeded in seeing the local command- 
er of the Carlist forces, and he promised 
to send me the next day a pass through 
the lines going either south or north. I 
got him also to include in the pass my 
fellow passengers. I did this because 
there was a Portuguese family who had 
tickets for South America. They were 
then on their way to embark at Lisbon, 
and the old gentleman, the head of the 
family, was very weak and ill. 

My safe plan would have been to re- 
turn to France, make my way to Brest 
and embark from there to New York, 
and that would haye been my course 
bad I any conception of the slowness of 
the Spanish officials and of the flerce 
storms and snows that dominate the 
passes of the Pyrences in winter, 

We were informed by many officials, 
railway guards, custom house officers, 
Carlists, etc., that by crossing 80 miles 
south we would pass the lines and get 
to a little town on the railway where 
traing left frequently for Madrid. The 
Spaniards about the plate would nover 
have let us start out on that perilous 
trip had it rot been for the money there 
was in it. I had secured at round price 
three century old bullock carts, and in 
the afternoon of the second day we got 
off. Ihad all the women and the sick 
Portuguese in one cart, with the two oth 
er carts ahead heaped with luggage 
Thus thers were eight bullocks, four 
mules and (unlucky number) 13 mon 
engaged. 

I had very misty notions as to onr des: 
tination, but took it for granted the 
baker's dozen of natives I had with me 
know what they were about, Snow was 
everywhere, and we were mounting up, 
up, up, on wheels, but I supposed the 
highest ultitade was only foor or five 
miles away, and that the down grade 
would bo easy until we reached some 
snug inn where we would find shelter 
for man and beast. Then an early start 
by daylight and our novel jaunt would 
come to an end in civilization and a 
railway. But I did not know Spaniards 
their country, the Pyrences, or what 
blizzards can blow in sunny Spain

HOPE TO PROVE FOUR MURDERS 


‘The Trial Opens Oct. 5, and Evidence as 


Toronto, Oct, 15.—Detective Frank 
P. Geyer of Philadelphia, the 
man to whose lot has fallen 


the task of bringing to justice Her- 
mann Mudgett, alias H. H. Holmes, 
the most remarkable criminal of the 
century, was in Toronto yesterday. 
Bince leaving this city in July I 
Detective Geyer han travelled thoi 
sands of miles, but the extraordinary 
Work he has accomplished has had no 
effect on olther hin avoirdupols or 
spirits, His entire time for nearly a 
year past has been devoted to follow- 
ing the footsteps of the slayer of Ben- 
amin Pitezel and his three children. 
as he fled from city to city, in the 
hope of eluding the pursuit of the 
frantic wife and mother until he had 
slaughtered her children and effectu- 
ally covered up all traces of his 
crimes, . 

Cunning though he was in every de- 
tall of his work of death, Detective 
Geyer has traced him over every foot 
of his blood-stained travels, and dis 
closed to the world a story of crime 
without @ parallel in criminal annals, 

When seen by a World reporter in 
the corridors of the Rossin Hotel last 
evening, Geyer expreased the hope that 
the case would soon be taken from 
his hands and the multi-murderer meet 
with justice at the hands of # Phila- 
delphia jury and hangman. 

The trial of Hol . Which is te 
commence at Philadelphia on Oct. 28, 
for the murder of Benjamin F. Pite~ 
zel on Sept. 2, 1894, at 1316 Callowhill- 
street, Philadelphia, will posseas pe 
cullar Interest, as it is the intention 
of the commonwealth to produce evi- 
dence to prove not only the murder 
of Pitexel, but that of his children, 
Alice, Nellie and Howard. 

The bones of Howard, found in the 
house in Irvington, the pretty little 
suburb of Indianapolis, where the 
arch-flend murdered the boy and cre 
mated him, will be produced. De 
tective Geyer found the boy's teeth 
among the soot in the fireplace chim- 
ney. They have been skilfully set in 
Wax, and will be identified by Mrs, 
Pitezel when she goes into the witness 
box at the trial 

The head has been severed from 
Pitezel's body, and will be produced 
in the court, where Mrs, Pitezel will 
Swear to it as being the head of her 
husband. This means of Identifica- 
ton was first suggested by Holmes 
himuelf when he was planning for the 
Insurance money, and now the product 
of his own cupidity will be used to 
convict him of four murders. 

Detective Geyer does not expect the 
trial to last more than ten days.

BRITAIN AND BRAZIL, 


Washington Diplomatic Circles Stirred Up 
by « Heusational Keport 

Buenos Ayres, Argentine, via Galyes- 
ton, Texas, Oct. 15,—A telegram from 
Para, Brazil, has been recelyed In Rilo 
Janeiro stating that an armed British 
force is marching through Brazilian 
territory, The objective point of the 
body Is that part of Venezuela claim- 
ed by the British Government. The 
column has already crossed the Tacutu 
River. 


A Dispute of Long 

The dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela has been of many 
nding. It Involves the night 
English to ocoupy the territory 
beyond the Essequibo River, which is 
held by the Venezuelans to be the 
true boundary between thelr country 
and British Guiana, 

The advance of the English raises 
4s on Issue one of the oldest traditions 
of the United States Government—the 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine— 
4s the United States can never stand 
idle while England attempts to selze 
territory on the American continent 
to which it is claimed she had no 
right, unless it is settled by urbitra- 
ton that she has. 

So much was stated In the despatch 
which, as has been told in Washing 
ton despatches, was sent by Secretary 
Oiney to Ambassador Bayard, to lay 
before the British Government. 

‘This declaration is substantially the 
fame as that which was made some 
months ago, and to which the British 
Forelgn Office replied with a state- 
ment that while England's right to a 
part of the territory in question could 
bo submitted to arbitration, the right 


to another part of the region in 
question could not be submitted to 
such adjudication: 

When Great Britain took this 


ground the question which President 
Cleveland and his adyisers hud to de- 
cide was whether the United States 
was bound by the Monroe doctrine 
and by her dignity to insist that all 
of the territory in dispute should be 
submitted to arbitration, or whether 
by conceding England's contention we 
should virtually abandon the fleld and 
leave Venezuela to fight it out alone,

One lovely June day we sailed into 
Plymouth, there to land the mail and 
such passengers as wanted to take the 
express to London.

From the London Times, June 10, 
1873 

“Among the passengers who landed 
at Plymonth yesterday morning from 
the royal mail steamer Moselle was 
Austin Bidwell, otherwise F. A. War- 
ren, in charge of Detective Sergeants 
Michae! Hayden and William Green, ac- 
companied by Captain John Curtin and 
Walter Perry of Mr, Pinkerton’s staff. 
They were joined by Inspector Wallaco 
and Detective Sergeunt William Moss of 
the city police, who had come down from 
London the previous night to mect the 

mor. 

“It being known that Bidwell was 
expected from Havana in the Moselle, 
4n enormous crowd assembled in Milbay 
pier to await the return of the steam 
tender with the mail in order to get o 
sight of the prisoner, and so great was 
the crowd that it was with some diffi- 
culty that Bidwell sod his escort man- 
aged to reach cabs and were driven to 
the Duke of Cornwall hotel adjoining 
the railway station. They left by the 
12:45 train for London. A crowd of 20, - 
000 persons were pre 
and cheered Bidwell heartily. 

“Bidwell wMl be taken before the 
lord mayor in the justice room at the 
Mansion House this morning. ’” 

Accompanied by my escort of six, I 
arrived in Loudon one bright morning

contray, notwithstanding. 

The .aw Journal of London, under 
date of Sept. 28, attempts to rival The 
New wrk Tribune in misrepresenting 
Canada's case, This veracious Eng- 
lish Jqirnal says that the Canadian bill 
of 1 proposes to enact that unless 
the aithor registers the book at Otta- 
wa of ite first publication and reprints 
i¢ in Tanada within one month, he for- 
felt hls property In the product of his 
bral If this had deen written with 
refernce to the United States Act, It 
woul be near the truth, but it is a 
gros libel on the Canadian Act. The 
Candlan Government has repeatedly 
exprased Its Intention to safeguard 
the ‘ights of the author, The author 
in the frat place ia given the right to 
seeue copyright. Should he refuse or 
negect to do so, the Government may 
jaw licenses under which the book 
may be printed. These licenses are to 
be ssued under regulations to be ap- 
proved by the Governor-General-in- 
Ceincil, and when the proper time 
cones it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that these regulations will be made full 
ani complete so a8 to amply protect the 
intrests of the author. The United 
Stites Act contains no such regula- 
tioos, as the author who falls to print 
tn she United States loses absolutely all 
rights, and any publisher ta at lberty 
to print the book there without pay- 
mint. 

Why, then, is the editor of The Law 
Jcurnal so bitter against the Canadian 
Act, which Js so fair In its treatment 
of authors, and yet has no word of 
cndemnation for the United States 
Act, which is so grossly unfair to 
euthors 2 Canada is a part of the 
British Empire. Canadians surely have 
the right to expect fair and honorable 
treatment at the hands of British edi- 
tors. 

The Law Journal talks of the United 
States being obviously within its right 
in de@ouncing the copyright agreement 
with Great Britain. The writer of that 
article knows well, or should know 
that Canada was never a party to any 
agreement on copyright between the 
United States and Great Britain, Can- 
ada was not even consulted as to any 
such agreement. So that if there is 
such an agreement, in which Canada 
was included without her consent, Can- 
ada will never recognize the agreement. 

So with the Berne Convention, Can- 
ada and the United States of America 
Were Invited In 1886 to enter that con- 
vention, Canada promised to do so, 
as It was thought the United States 
would also enter. Preliminary steps

other than local must, not In Canada, 
but In England or the United States.” 

There is the case in a nutshell 
Under the present unjust arrange- 
ments, Canadian authors are compell- 
ed to print in the United States in 
order to secure copyright thera Many 
of them do so, and thus are obNged 
to pass over Canadian printers and 
publishers. Let the United States 
come into a true international copy- 
right convention, in which Canada will 
willingly enter, and then the Cana- 
dian author will not be compelled to 
publish his work broad, and the 
Canadian printers and publishers will 
not suffer as they are doing now. But 
the United States have steadfastly re- 
fused to enter Into a true internation- 
al copyright convention. That great 
and glorious country, whose newspa- 
pers prate so giibly against the so-call- 
ed Canadian “piracy” absolutely re- 
fuses to recognize an author's right 
to protection in any shape or form, 
unless the author prints hls book In 
the United States. 


The Chicago Chronicle, under date 
of Oct. 6, has an editorial on copyright 
which, ‘Strangely enough, denounces 
the propos Canadian Copyright Act 
4a “piracy,” although the act does not 
admit of piracy at all; while {t has'no 
word of condemnation for the United 
States Act, which admits of open 
piracy of any book that Is not printed 


In the United States. The editorial 
concludes as follows:

the Manitoba school matter, and hav~ 
ing been assured that the Ministry ful- 
ly Intended introducing Remedial Leg- 
Islation at the coming session, tho 
member for Cardwell found himself 
obliged either to vote againat the Ad- 
ministration or to violate hix pledges 
to the plectoral division he has so well 
represented in the House of Commons. 
Mr. White belleved that the one hon- 
orable way out of the difficulty: was 
to throw up the seat, which of course 
he did not intend to hold any Jonger 
than the expiration of the present 
Parliament 

The correspondent also learns from 
@ member of Parliament. who f« in 
the confidence of the Governments 
the confidence of the Premier, that al- 
though Hon, N. Clarke Wallace ns- 
wures the members of the Government 
that Cardwell will send ao straight 
Conservative member, they fear that 
should an élection take place in the 
county @ man might be returned shar- 
ing the advanced views of the Comp- 
troller of Customs on the Manitoba 
school question, and that such a re 
sult would be more or leas objection- 
able to Sir Mackenzie Bowell.

McCARTUY READY FOR THE FRAY. 


Has a Caudidate in the Field and is Pre- 
pared (o Make Things Hot 
Ottawa, Oct. 24—The resignation of 
RS. White, M-P., continues the poll 
tieal sensation of the hour. The Jour- 
nal says “That the recommendation 
of the uppointinentof Mr. White to the 
Montreal collectorship was sent by 
Hon, Clarke Wallace to the Cabinet 
meeting on Monday, endorsed by Hon. 
Mr. ives, the English-speaking Minis 
ter from Quebec. ‘This was the foun- 
dation for the report on Monday that 
Mr, White was appointed. It Is very 
rare that any question arises about an 
appointment recommended by the head 
of a department, and so Mr. White's 
nomination Was ‘considered in inside 
circles to be consummated. But for 
some reason or other the Cabinet did 
not take action. Some say that Mr. 
Haggart, for some reason, blocked the 
matter. Mr. White, it Is known, had 
been assured the appointment time 
and time again, and had co@.c to 
gulde his plans by the assurance. af 
though the reverse of an office-Keeker, 
and @ man to whom at the outset It 
would have made no difference what 
was done with the office, friends of 
Mr. White claim that his pride was 
roused by the Government's shilly- 
shallying and this last straw finished 
the mischief. It is known that Mr. 
White did not give any member of 
the Government any intimation of hia 
Intention to resign, and those of the 
members who were in town yesterday 
were thunderstruck. Affairs in Mont- 
real are considered bad enough from 
& Conservative point of view without 
this blow added, while as to Cardwell, 
Mr. White's constituency, the Govern- 
ment is even less prepared for a fight 
there. ‘The riding is strongly Orange, 
and Mr. Dalton McCarthy has a can 
didate ready in the field and is pre- 
pared to make things Rot on the Mank 
toba school question. Mr. McCarthy 
arrived here last night. and in a talk 
with ‘The Journal said that he was 
ready for the fray, and was confident 
that Cardwell would return a repre- 
sentative to back him in Parliament.” 
The Citizen says: “No one {s better 
entitled to have his sefvices recog- 
nized, as the custom is, by being plac 
ed in a good public position ; and there 
is none whore appointment would be 
recelved with more general s#utisfac- 

tion.”

KURCHINAKES CARE 
A MyMery About a Fal 


Berlin, Ont, Oct. 244—Such a jam as 
in rarely ween in this town wan there 
in the hal of the Court House yea- 
terday. It was expected that the 
Kurschinski murder case would be 
called, and every one who could pos- 
sibly get there sought admittance, It 
Was a disappointed gathering, how- 
ever, us constables guarded all the 
stairways und allowed no one admit- 
tance but those directly Interested, 

Aftay a small civil cuse had been net 
tled, idge Kobertson called for the 
murder case, and asked the attorneys 
if they were prepared to proceed. 

r F. B. Johnston, Crown Pro- 
Secutor, replied that he was ready, 
but Mr. Osler, prisoner'’y counsel, ank 
ed for & postponement until the next 
Assizes. Hin reasons, lie ald, were 
that only yesterday morning he had 
heard that the Crown had in {ta pos- 
sexsion & pair of trousers supposed 
tv have been worn by the prisoner when 
he is alleged to have committed the 
crime, and on these pante were stains 
supposed to be blood. 

Mr. Osler waid that as the defenc 
had never been notified that the pants 
were in the Crown's pousession, and 
had no opportunity to have the ul 
leged blood spots analyzed by a chemi- 
cal expert, it would not be fair to the 
prisoner to proceed with the case, 

The defence brought a palr of 
trousers Into court with stains on 
them, which were shown fe the 
judge, but Mr. Osler maid the wtaina 
on these punts were there before the 
pants were made by his wife, and It 
could not be proved if they were the 
onea worn by the prisoner on the fatal 
Sunday. 

The judge sald everything would be 
Gone to give the prisoner a falr trial, 
and allowed the case to stand until 
to-morrow morning. 

It cannot be said to-night whether 
or no the Kurachinski murder case 
will be called to-morrow morning. 
This afternoon Mr. Osler read a num- 
ber of affidavits from prisoner's coun- 
sel, Mr. Mowat. the prisoner's son and 
the prisoner himself, all to substanti- 
ate the statements of the defence that 
the trousers prisoner wore on the fatal 
day, and which are supposed to «con- 
tain blood stains,could not be procur- 
ed if time for the defence to have 
an analysis of the alleged blood stains 
made. 

Mr, Johnston, on behalf of the 
Crown, read sworn statements from 
Detective Greer, Detective Klippert 
and Menno Banneck, all saying that 
the prisoner's family knew the pants 
were In the possession of the Crown 
over a month ago, and that if thoy 
had not Informed Messrs, Osler and 
Mowat, prisoner's counsel, it was thelr 
oversight, and the defence therefore 
had no excuse to ask for a postpone 
ment. 

The judge let the case stand until 
to-morrow mOrning. A witness whom 
the defence claims to be of material 
value was only found to-day. His 
name is William Powlinski of Galt. 
and ‘it is from Him Kurschinski par- 
chased the cloth with which his wife 
made the grey trousers produced tn 
court bearing blood stains, which are 
supposed to have been worn by the 
prisoner while committing the crime. 

‘As the defence allege the grey trous- 
ers worn by the prisoner contain spots 
identical with others found on the 
original plece of cloth, Powlinsk!'s 
identification of the cloth will be im- 
portant.

The Catholle School Board 
Will be supplied with machinery to Im- 
bose taxes on all Catholics for paro- 
chial schools, except where a Catho- 
lic parent prefers to wend his children 
to the Public schools, This compromise 
will satisfy both Catholics and Pro- 
testants, and end the struge 

The foregoing, emanating from the 
source whence it did, looked very 
fishy, and enquiry in the Manitobic 
capital elicited the information that 
the Winnipeg Mar has bet 
his fine work. A private d c 
from that city states ’"Rey.Father Bel- 
liveau, private recretary to Archbishop

A Treaty Bald to Mave Beem Signed With 

China Which Would Give Russia Pre- 
nce the Bast 

London, Oct. 25.—The Times pub- 
Ushes a despatch from its Hong Kong 
correspondent, who says that he learns 
from thoroughly trustworthy authority 
that a trent was recently concluded 
between China and Russia, by the pro- 
visions of which Russia obtains the 
right of anchorage for her fleet at 
Port Arthur, the right to construct 
and work under Russian management 
the Nortchineck and TsitsInar, Viadi- 
vostock and Tsitsihar and Port Ar- 
thur Railways, and other commerclal 
advantages to which the “Most favor- 
ed nation” clause in other treaties Is 
not applicable, China, however, re~ 
serves the right to purchase the rail- 
ways after 20 years, at a price to be 
settled upon.

TWO SPLENDID MEETINGS HELD 


The Liberal Lender Closes His Ontario 
‘Tour in Sir Oliver Mowat's 
fuency Mr, Tarte Meplies 
Crities and Diseus 
Kehvol Question. 


Woodstock, Oct, 27—The Ontario 
stumping tour of the Liberal leaders 
Was brouht to a close here Saturday 
by two very enthusiantic meetings in 
the Opera House, withstanding 
the fact that the engagement was not 
made until @ couple of days ago, and 


only hustily advertixed, both the 
watherings \ere well attended, It is 
esUmuted that over 3000 people were 
present at the wo meetings, 


whe afternoon gathering Was uttend- 
ed mostly by tie farmers from the 
Surrounding district, while the towns- 
people avalied themselves of the even- 
Ink meeting to Listen to an exponition 
of the political gospel according to the 
Opposition. 

N tutler spoke at both meetings. 
ered tWo interesting addresses, 
but it was easily discernible that the 
Liberal chieftain was Ured out with 
the hard work of the last three weeks. 

J. Israel Tarte also took the oppor- 
tunity of defending himvelf before the 
two audiences. 

At the afternoon meeting Sir Oliver 
Mowat, Sir Richard Curtwright, W. 
Gibson, BLP., and James Sutherland, 
M.P., also spoke, but the three first- 
named gentlemen did not stay for the 
second gathering, their places being 
taken by Mr, Casey, M.P., und Mr. 
Hyman of London. 

Mr, Laurler’s afternoon speech was 
short and was a repetition of his pre- 
vious utterances regarding his attl- 
tude on the Manitoba school question, 
but his evening address was a more 
lengthy effort. He dealt with the 
tariff and the alleged extravagant 
sexpenditures of the present Govern- 
ment, comparing them with the figures 
of the Mackenzie regime, He vigorous- 
ly opposed the superannuation system, 
and in conclusion turned his attention 
to the statements of the press regard- 
Ing a personal rupture between Sir 
Richard Cartwright and himself, That 
such was the case he emphatically de- 
nied, and asserted that the cireulation 
of the statements had taken place be- 
cause the wish was father to the 
thought. 

“The Liberal party.” sald he, amid 
loud applause, “was never more united 
than it is to-day. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright is one of my most able col- 
leagues, and thank you for sending 
him to me to help expose the boodlers 
and the suckers, the parasites and the 
barnacles that are eating out the core 
of the state.” 

This was Mr. Laurler's finale to the 
tour. 

“It is the ambition of my life to 
form a nation. I cannot do it except 
on the evangelical principle. ‘Peace 
on earth; good-will toward men.’ I 
have shown the position I occupy. It 
has been my endeavor to work upon 
these lines, My political life may be 
long or short, but. whether long or 
short, when the day comes when I 
must close my eyes on this fair coun- 
try that I love, when the day comes 
when I must appear before another 
tribunal, I can render testimony that 
in all things, private or public, known 
or unknown, I have striven towards 
that end, and if J may feel that I have 
removed a prejudice, even « single one, 
then I shall feel that my life has not 
been lived in vain. That is the aim 
T have in view.” 

Mr, Tarte dealt with the Manitoba 
school question and with the attacks 
made against himself, He repeated the 
assertion that when he got back to 
the good old city of Montreal he would 
consult a judge and “Inyite’’ Mr. Mac- 
lean of The World to visit that city 
and prove the truth of the statements 
contalned in the “novel” published in 
that paper. 

Regarding the school question, he 
sald: “I am here to say, and to say 


openly and boldly, that I think the 
French minority in Manitoba have 
not been treated fairly. T appeal to 


the sense of justice of all those who 
hear me. If the French majority of 
the Legislature of Quebec were going 
to abolish to-morrow the official use of 


the English language and English 
Separate schools in that province, 
what would you say? You would

“What are the Government going to 
do now?" he asked.

But although the visible seemed cor- 
ruption and the things which my foul 
and body, too, had refused to touch were 
become my sorrowful meat, yet I could 
not but fee] that the invisible, that part 
of me which no bars could hold and no 
man deprive me of, was still my own, 
and that in it I might and would find 
sufficient tosupport what I began to feel 
was, after all, the only man. 

To face the actualities of the position 
was the first thing; not to cheat myself, 
the second. I had seen the sort of men I 
was to be with. I set to work to study 
and to understand the kind of life we 
were to live together. 

At early dawn we rose, receiving im- 
mediately after the nine ounces of bread 

‘and pint of oatmeal gruel which com-

hear one of the schoolmasters drone 
through the morning prayers of the Eug- 
lish church service and listen to some 
hymn shouted out from throats never 
accustomed to such accents, Then the 
morning hours would drag slowly ou in 
the summer's sun aud winter's blast un- 
til the noon hour; then there was the 
long march back from the scene of my 
toil to the prison for dinner. Arriving 
there, each man went to his cell, closing 
| his door, which snapped to, having a 
spring lock. Soon after a dinner is given, 
consisting of 16 ounces of boiled potatoes 
and five ounces of bread, varied on three 
days of the week with five ounces of 
meat additional. At 1 o’olock the doors 
were unlocked, and we marched out to 
our work again. At night, returning to 
the prison, sight ounces of black bread 
would be doled ont for supper. Then 
came the hours between supper and bed- 
time, when, shat in between those nar- 
row walls, one realized what it was to 
be a prisoner. 

Tn the corner of the cell there was a 
board let into the stonowork that served 
as bed, table and chair, There was a 
thin pallet and two blankets rolled up 
together during the day in a corner of 
the cell that served for bedding, but so 
thin and hard was the pallet that one 
might almost as well baye slept on the 
board. For the first few weeks this bed 
made my bones ache, Most men have 
little patience and small fortitude, and 
this bed kills many of the prisoners—l 
mean breaks thoir hearts simply becauso 
they haye not the wit to accept the mat 
ter philosophically and realize that 
they can soon become used to any hard. 
ship. It took six months for my bones 
to become used to the hard bed, but for 
tho next 19 years I used to sleep as 
sweetly on that oak board as I ever did 
or now do in a bed of down, only, like 
Joan Valjoan in ‘'Les Miserables,’’ I 
had become so used to it that upon my 
liberation I found it impossible for a 
time to sleep in a bed. 

Ihave related how the Sunday after 
my sentence in my despair I took the 
little Bible off the shelf, The other 
books I hud at Chatham besides the Bi 
ble were a dictionary and ‘The Life of 
the Prophet Jeremiah.'’ Onoe, soon aft 
er my arrival in Chatham, I took tho 
Jeremiah down from the shelf, but 
speedily pot it back and made a vow 
nover to take it down again, and I never 
did. It ren

You may know an aristocrat In An- 
nam by hia long finger nails, ‘The 
roan with the longest finger nalla Is 
the leader of Annam soclety. Ariato- 
crats In that country have to be at- 
tended at all hours of the day and 
night by servants, who perform for 
them the most trivial offices, 

The Annam ladies cannot comb thelr 
hair, They cannot even feed them- 
selves for fear of damaging thelr long 
ond beautiful finger nails, No poor 
man in Annam can have finger nalle 
even a few inches long, a& he cannot 
afford to employ the servant’ whith 
that would necessitate 

Thia absurd prac has prevailed 
iy Annam for many centuries. The 


erence for long finger nalls as do the 
lewer classes in England for long an- 
ceatral trees» If will thus be seen that 
Annam is more of a democracy than 
England, for the son of a newly rich 
merchant can cultivate finger nails as 
long as those of the King, while the 
Annamite of even the bluest blood, 
once he Is deprived of wealth and ser- 
Vents, must cut his finger nails and 
écscend among the common herd. 

His ancient Hneage is then of no ac- 
count. So long as his finger nalis re~ 
main short he {s a person of no Im- 
portance, Many swella in Annam 
have never had their Onger nails cut 
since the day they were born, 

Annam formed a part of the Chinese 
Empire from the year 234 B. C, until 
A. D. 1428, when it fought for and 
won its Independence. During a pop- 
ular uprising in 1737 a new dynasty 
ururped the throne. The old relging 
families were wiped out, only one 
member escaping—Neguyen-anh, who 
received a Christian education under 
the direction of the Vicar Apostolic, 1 
Fyenchman. The son of Nguyen-anh 
visited Paris in 1782, and in 1787 in- 
diced King Louls XVI to furnish 
ships, troops and money for the recov- 
ery of Annam. 

The French forces and the native 
allies succeeded In routing the usurp- 
ers, and in 1802 Nguyen-anh was In 
absolute power as Emperor of An- 
nam. In accordance with an agree~ 
mient entered into in 1787, as a reward 
for the services rendered him, the Em> 
peror ceded to France the bay and 
yeninsula of Turon and two small fst- 
ands. Since 1833 the Christians in An- 
nam have been often persecuted, 
sometimes murdered In large numbers, 
and this furnished an excuse for 
France to make war on the native 
rulers, and, naturally, to increase the 
French possessions. 

Now all Annam Is practically under 
French rule, though, nominally, there 
{s still a knigdom of Annam, placed 
under French protectorship.

Holmen 
busied himrelf reading a morning pa- 
per that contained an almont verbatim 
report of yesterday’s proceedings, 

District Attorney Graham announced 
to the court that Mrs. Howard, aa 
Holmes’ latest wife is known, had seen 
the prisoner this morning before he 
was brought into court. What took 
place at this interview ix known only 
to the prisoner and the woman he de- 
ceived into marrying him. 

Jounctte Pitezel, or, as abe was fa- 
miliarly known in the family, “Des- 
sie,” the daughter of the dead Pitezel, 
wan called ax the first witness. She 
js a girl of about 15 or 16 years of 
age, and seemed perfectly composed ax 
she took the oath. 

Then Dewsle Pitezel wax examined, 
Her only testimony was the identifica- 
tion of atlarge crayon portrait of Pite- 
zel as that of her father. Holmes ask- 
ed her some irrelevant questions about 
the picture, seemingly more for ap- 
pearance take than anything else, and 
the girl was excused, 

Eugene Smith, the man who discov- 
ered Pitezel's body, was called. He 
testified to his acquaintance with Pite- 
zel, whom he knew under the name of 
Perry. Smith ja a carpenter, and he 
made Pitezel’s aquaintance through 
the latter's pretence of being a dealer 
in models and patterns at1316 Callow- 
hill-street. 

The witness occasionally refreshed 
his memory by referring to some notes 
Holmes objected to this and the court 
sustained his objections, 

Smith told of several Interviews with 
Pitezel, and of waiting for the latter 
for some time on the Monday follow- 
ing the day Pitezel is supposed to 
have been killed, The next morning 
(Tuesday, Sept. 4.) Smith went to the 
house again, and not finding Pitezel, 
and everything being In the xame con- 
dition as it was the day before, he be- 
came suspicious that all was not right, 
and instituted a search of the house. 

Smith recognized Holmes as a man 
whom he once saw at Pitezel’s house 
on Callowhi)l-street,but he never knew 
who he was until they met at the 
time of the exhumation of the body of 
Pitezel for the purpose of Identifica- 
tion in securing the insurance money. 
Smith sald that Holmes offered $30 at 
that time to haye the corpse cremated. 

He also told of the gruesome task of

Thin encouraged Peters, 
and, climbing @ little nearer, he reach- 
ed out hin left arm and grabbed the 
bird by one leg. Then there was a 
wild screech, a Murry of feathers, a 
few startled oaths, and several drops 
of blood spattered down on the upturn- 
ed faces of thone on deck. Peters 
made a swift pase with his reht hand 
for the bird's throat, but the bird fore- 
stalled him, jabbing his beak into the 
man'# neck, Peters was mad with 
pain, and he shut his teeth and tried 
again. This time he got there. He 
would have fallen from his perch, 
however, but for the arrival of an- 
other member of the crew, who, with 
a coll of stout rope in his teeth, had 
climbed up to the rescue. The captive 
was securely bound and was then low- 
ered to the deok. 

A box was made for the prisoner and 
Peters went below to have his wound- 


ed arm and neck dressed. He assured 
the captain that the bird was a genu- 
ine sea eagle, and there was no one 
aboard ship to contradict him. As o 
matter of fact, it Isn't a sea eagle at 
all, It looks more lke the albatross 
that figured so prominently in Cole- 
ridge’s tale of a mariner more ancient 
than Mr. Peters. Yet it isn't any more 
an albatross than it js a sea eagle. The 
bird is probably a cross between the 
two, It has the albatross’ head and 
beak, and its broad expanse of wing, 
measuring six feet from tip to tip, 
but its legs, which are rough and 
scaly, terminate with the talons of 
the eagle. As to coloring, It is white, 
with a sprinkling of irregular black 
spots like Ink blots, Several ornithol- 
ogists went and looked at the bird 
while the Horsa lay at her dock here, 
but, though they consulted their books, 
they could not classify the thing ex- 
cept generically as a freak. These sol- 
entific men made Jo Peters very mad. 

“What do they know about it?” sald 
he. “The bird's a sea eagle, I tell you, 
and I've saw more sea birds than they 
fy pages tn all them fellers’ books, 
They don’t know nothin’ on'y what 
they read.

prevail are caused morefrom impure air in 
the bed room than inthe sohool room 
But the schools shoald bo well ventilated, 
and this oan easily be done at a small ox- 
poose by putting ventilators in the win- 
dows with traps that can open or close, 
ln reference to the erection of anew high 
achool, we regret we are not able to agroe 
with our esteemed correspondent, ‘That a 
new building would be a welcome addi.’ 
tion w school accommodation is true, 
but we do not think it ls an absolute 
necessity. A refereace to the sshool re~ 
ports willshow thatthe average attends 
ancs of scholars has changed bot very 
little the last ton years, Thore aro but 
very few more attending our bigh school 
now than when the bulldiog was erected, 
So that anew building is nob an absolute 
ity untilthe attendance becomes 
largor, That sch olara should havo plenty 
of room is evident, but this can be done by 
4 propes arrangement of the desks in the 
room.

It is not enough, however, to havo 
an tmportant ‘kiduwtry whioh at hs 
sought to be represented in this way. 
Those who are engaged in It must ex- 
preas a willingness and a heartiness in 
co-operating Comether for the common 
good, There are some things in con- 
nection with cattle ralaing which I can 
accomplish perfectly all mone; but 
there are other things In connection 
with the Industry which cannot be 
brought to pass without the! union of 
those Interested. It ts evident that if 
the cattle Industry should be laboring 


under any obstacle Which oan only be 
romoved by recourse to those {n au- 
thority in our country, a single Indl- 


vidual presenting the case would have 
but little weight, But when « strong 
a®soctation, representing vast Interests, 
unitedly petition the authorities and 
properly present thelr case, even the 
dullest politician comes to see that 
something muet be done by way of re- 
Hef, I have & case in my mind at 
present, Those of us who are engaged 
in breeding thoroughbred cattle know 
the difficult situation at present, For- 
merly we hid a large trade covering 
varlous States of the American Union, 
Our cattle, becuuse they were import- 
ed Into that country for breeding pur- 
poses, Were allowed to enter free of 
duty. They are still allowed to enter 
duty free, and yet the trade Is practic- 
ally prohibited. It has been brought 
about In thls way, Formerly Canada 
enjoyed an advantage over the Ameri- 
couns, because our Cattle had access to 
the Inland markets of Great Britain, 
while those of the United States had to 
be sldughtered at the port of entry. 
In order to bold our position In this 
respect o quarantine was. placed on 
American cattle coming Into Canada, 
At that time there was danger) of ce 
taln diseases which then existed being 
brought into this country, and it was 
an essential thing to’ proye that our 
herds could show a clean bill of health. 
Notwithstanding this, an embargo has 
been placed upon our, cattle almilar to 
Americans, and It has been over and 
over again declared by the British au- 
thorities that we have sent from this 
country pleuro-pneimonia—a” disease 
which no man, expert or otherwise, can 
find in the Dominion. ‘This statement 
werves as an excuse for; the British 
authorities to maintain the embargo 
We have hoped to see it removed: "The 
case has been presented to’ three’ dtt- 
ferent Governments, but the answer has 
always been the same; and our cofclu- 
sion now is that the majortty of those 
whom the Government represented do 
not wish it to be removed, and It Ix 
likely, therefore, to remain, If this be 
true, why should thia quarantine be 
kept up? The quarantine which the 
Americans have pliced’on our cattle 1s 
Hot to keep disease from entering the 
United States, but It is placed there 
because we have placd our quarantine 
againet them. At present there ts no 
cattle disease in Canad which can be 
carried into the United States; nor do

FEEDING VALUE OF OATS. 


A More Extenal 
D 


Use of Onts 
irable, Especially Whe 
Prices Are Low, 


The price pald farmers for oats at 
the present time is lower than for 
many years, pechape the lowest in the 
history of the United States, From 
1870 to 1896, the lowest average value 
for oats in the United States in any 
one year wos 22,9 for 1889. The quo- 
tations on oats in Chicago markgts 
to-day are 10 to 12 cents less per bushel 
than for a year ago at this time. At 
LaFayette, Ind., farmers are pald 16 
cents per bushel for No. 2 white 
oats, and extra choice old oats can be 
bought of commission men for 20 cénts, 

One hundred pounds of average oats 
and corn are each supposed to con- 
tain the following amounts of food 
nutrients that are digested by the ani- 
mal body; 


Protein. Carbohydrates. Fat

Protein Is the flesh or muscle form- 
ing material, while Carbohydrates and 
Fat are important fat forming foods. 
Of the two foods, portein Is the most 
expensive to produce, the so-called 
“rich” foods, are so designated on ac- 
count of having @ larger percentage 
of portein than the others, and they 
are usually the highest priced foods ta 
the markets, Oll meal is a good ex- 
ample of this class of foods contain- 
ing a large per cent. of porteln. 

From the above It can be seen that 
100 pounds of oats contain decidedly 
more flesh or muscle forming food than 
100 pounds of corn, 

On the basis of LaFayette quota, 
tlons, 100 pounds of oatn would fetch

In view of these extrem low 


prices, the writer believes feeders wil 
Ho well ( feed oate, Tather than’ sell 
them and buy bran, which t# now 70 
cents per 100, No other grain is #u- 
perlor, if equal to oats asia food for 
working horses, For growing cattle 
or sheep or mileh cows It ts most der 
sirable, and should be much move gen- 
erally fed than it Je, Inetend of ford- 
ing corn ak the only grain, a decided 
improvement would be a mixture of 
{wo parts ground corn and one part 
oats, While oats are leds. referred’ to 
recom- 
mending feeding rations, tt 1s not be- 
cause of) inferior value, but rather 
from the cost of this food, At the 
vresent time, however, the low price 
will warrant Its more oxtensive use. 
In a Nat of 10 rations used by promin- 
ent dairy cattle feeders in the United 
Staten and Canada, published by the 
Wisconsin experiment station, oats are 
fed 36 times. Of nine Canadian feed- 
ors, elght added ground oats to the 
rations. 

It is not the purpose of the commun- 
feation to reflect upon the feeding 
value of other food stuffs, but rather 
to urge a more extensive use of oats, 
especially during the present depres- 
sicn In prices?

Making this our 
headquarters we passed a fow days explor- 
ing the numerous lakes bordering on the 
newly appropriated Algonquin Park, a 
reserue of eighteen townships set apart in 
a preservation of game. In this territory 
the lakes are so numerous as to cover al- 
most as mach surtace as the land, mooao, 
deer and other game are plentiful, and 
the lakes well stocked with speckled and 
grey troat, some of the latter weighing 
over fifty pounds, on this cccasion part~ 
ridge was the only game in season. The 
railway runs aloog the shores of all these 
lakes, and with its bridges and embank- 
ments adds to the picturesque offect 
of the landscapes. 

One day on our return to camp, Jobo 
Henderson. a Carlow man anda regular 
nimrod was employed in dreasing the sklo 
of bear he had shot that day.

rapid motion, We have visited mulls in 
Ottawa and elsewhere, but this eatablish. 
ment haa a business aspect superior to all 
we have seen, and it must be remembered 
that these works are 144 miles from 
Ottawa, and about the samo distance north 
from Belleville. Millionn of feet of sawed | 
lumber aro carefully piled along the rail- 
way track rooning to the mill, and landed 
trains moye it off every day. 

We retrain for the present to note fur 
ther incidents of our journey, but they are 
by no means exhausted, and wo now have 
a word to say an to the business expansion 
ofthis northorn country, There is no 
question about the effect tho Ottawa aod 
Parry Sound Railway will bave throughout 
its course,and particulary In the townsbips 
south of Whituey with its great business 
and lomberiog operations, which will con 
tinue in an active stace or many years, 
and together, that is the mills aod rai! 
way, will attract a great number of fresh 
settlers, as fino extensions of land exist, 
well adapted to maintain a large agricul- 
tural population, the trade from which 
will favorably affect business in the village
